15 (Previously Presented) The machine-readable storage of claim 9, wherein said 
conferencing step occurs within a VoiceXML programming environment 

16. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 6, wherein said voice browser is 
configured to programmatically execute VoiceXML commands. 
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
